The Deans of Students Association’s 
Most Outstanding Student Competition 

1981-1986 


In 1981 the Alabama Deans of Students Association 
decided to bring the most important factor in the 
success of the junior college system to the annual 
Alabama Junior College Convention - that factor 
being the student. Thus was born the Miss Alabama 
Junior College Competition. 

The first year the competition was a beauty 
pageant, with the girls being judged on beauty, poise, 
interview, and scholastic achievement, Each junior 
college in the state had one representative. Because 
the pageant was so successful, the competition was 
expanded the next year to include both male and 
female students in a “Most Outstanding Student” 
competition. With this expansion came a broader 
scope of competition. Students were now brought 
before a panel of outside judges and were judged on 
academic achievement, service to the college, service 
to the community, and ability to conduct themselves 
in an interview. 

Last year the competition took another giant step 
with the addition of the “Most Outstanding Technical 
School Student.” This year 32 of Alabama’s finest 
students are competing - 20 in the junior college division 
and 12 in the technical college division. All of these are 
already winners, having been named “the most 
outstanding” at their respective junior, technical, and 
community colleges. Thousands of dollars in 
scholarship offers have already been committed to the 
program from a number of institutions. 

Is the competition worth the time, effort, and 
recognition that comes from the schools? You be the 
judge. Below is a brief up-date on former winners. 

1981 - Amy Beth Jones was crowned Miss 
Alabama Junior College. She recently 
graduated summa cum laude from the 
University of North Alabama where she 
was named the University’s Woman of the 
Year. Amy was 3rd runner up in last year’s 
Miss Alabama Pageant, and is currently 
enrolled in a Master’s program at UNA 
while preparing for this year’s Miss 
Alabama Pageant. 

1982 - Carol Taylor attended Auburn University 
on a full tuition scholarship she received for 
winning the state “Most Outstanding 
Student” competition. She received both a 
Bachelor’s Degree and a Master’s Degree in 
Math from Auburn. Both times she 
graduated with honors. 

1983 - Sarah Grisham attended Athens College on 

a full scholarship. She, too, received this 
scholarship as a result of being named the 
state’s “Most Outstanding Student”. At 
Athens State Sarah was named to Who’s 
Who and graduated with honors. She is 
currently attending the University of North 
Alabama pursuing a Master’s Degree. 


1984 - Lana Bates received a full scholarship 
package to Birmingham Southern 
University upon being named the “Most 
Outstanding Student”. At BSU Lana was 
elected to ODK and Mortar Board. She 
graduated in May, was ranked sixth in her 
class, and is making preparations for entering 
medical school. 

1985 - Minnie Cotton Stovall was named the 
“Most Outstanding Junior College 
Student” and Terry Wayne McClure was 
the first student to win the title o! “Most 
Outstanding Technical School Student”. 
Minnie accepted a scholarship package 
with the University ot Alabama in 
Tuscaloosa (again, a direct resuit of being 
named the “Most Outstanding Student ). 
She is currently working on her Bachelor s 
Degree in Music. Jerome Hines, noted bass 
baritone singer with the Metropolitan 
Opera, recently heard Minnie sing and was 
quoted as saying, "Ladies and gentlemen, 
that’s what opera music was written for!”. 

Terry Wayne McClure is currently 
employed as a draftsman in advertising 
production at Intergraph Corporation in 
Huntsville. Terry was hired in a 
accelerated position with an extremely 
competitive salary based mainly on, 
according to Dr. Drexel Booth, Dean of 
Students at J.F. Drake, his being named 
Alabama’s “Most Outstanding Technical 
School Student.” 

1986-John Wise was named the Most 
Outstanding Junior College student and 
Amber Bateman was named the Most 
Outstanding Technical College Student. 

John Wise accepted a scholarship 
package with Birmingham Southern 
College. He was named to the Deans’ List 
for the fall semester and to AED which is a 
pre-med honorary. He is president of Circle 
K, performs with the jazz band and the 
Birmingham Southern Chorus and is 
majoring in chemistry and math in a pre- 
med curriculum. 

Amber Bateman, after graduating with a 
diploma in accounting and one in data 
processing with a 3.9 G.P. A., is now enrolled 
in the academic division at Wallace State 
Community College in Dothan.
